The Argentine Row. 
LONDON, Aug. 7.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Buenos Ayres says: 
**After the reading in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties of President Celman’s message tendering 


his resignation of the Presidency, Gen. Roca | 
invited the members to express their opiniong 


as to the advisability of accepting it. Gen, 
Mansella opposed its acceptance on the 
ground that such action by the Chamber 
would be an admission of the triumph of the 
revolution and of Buenos Ayres over the 
other provinces of the Republic. He declared 
that the action of President Celman in 
tendering his resignation was culpable 
cowardice. Gen. Roca explained that he had 
sacrificed himself in order to show how utterly 
impossible it was for Celman to continuein 
the Presidency after the mistakes made by the 
mewbers of the President’s party. Nobody, 
he declared, should serve a man who bas 
shown such complete incapacity. He had 
gravely compromised the country. It was not 
Buenos Ayres alone who possessed President 
Celman, but every province of the Repubiie, 
and every honest wan was against him. Gen. 
Roca’s remarks were areeted with applause, 
The vote on accepting the resignation was 
taken In dead silence, but when the result was 
announced, showing a majority in favor of ac- 
cepting it, the chamber resounded with cheers, 
Gen, Roca quictly left the chamber bya back 
door in order to escape the joyful demonstra- 
tions of those present. There is much rejolc- 
ing throughout the city at the success of the 
movement to force Presidens§ Colman’s resig- 
nation. Isis probable that Gen. Roca will be 
Minister of the Interior in the new Cabinet; 
Senor Irojoin will probably be Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Senor Castra Minister of 
Finance. Senors La Plaza, Uriburiu and 
Garela are also mentioned as probable mem- 
bers of the new Cabinet. Dr. Del Valle ad- 
dressed a meeting of citizens last night. Is 
the course of his address he said: ‘*The 
Argentine Repubilc Is now secure. 1 will pot 
bave a government of robbers.’’

AUBURN, N. Y., Aug. 7.—The subject which 
continues to excite the greatest interest in 
connection with the Kemmler execution is the 
record of the voltage of the shock which 
killed him. Ithbas been generally supposed 
that the first shock was 1,300 volts ana the 
second between 1,500 and 2,000. Electrician 
Barnes, who was in the dynamo room, said to 
one of the physicians in attendance yesterday 
that at notime was the voltage more than 
1,100, and thatitfell frequently to 800. Dr. 
Daniels of Buffalo, who performed the 
delicate work of removing the brain and 
spinal cord ofthe dead man atthe autopsy, 
has gone home taking with him parts of the 
spinal cord and other specimens for experi- 
ment. It is learned to-day forthe first time 
that in the consultation of the doctors Tues- 
day night Warden Durston made a propos!- 
tion to hold the execution at 9 o’cloca that 
night, but it was determined by a vote of 
those present that it would be better to hold 
itin the daytime. Warden Durston stated to 
a United Press reporter this afternoon that 
the remains, of Kemmler still lie in the room 
in the prison where the autopsy was held 
yesterday. He has not decided where the 
remains will be finally buried.

Dr. Shrady’s Opinion, 


AUBURN, N. Y., Aug. %7.—Dr. George F. 
Shrady, editor of the Medical Record of New 
York, telegraphed an editorial to his paper 
last evening, in which he says: 

**Altbough science has triumphed, the ques- 
tion of the humanity of the act is still an open 
one. But shall we call it a triumph when the 
object obtained was the killing of a fellow 
being? Heretofore the proudest claim of 
science has been to save ur at least to prolong 
human life and insure for its possessor the 
greatest enjoyment of its many bounties. In 
thie instance it has been plainly diverted 
from its course under a paradoxical plea of 
high humanity. And yet men of science 
have lent their best efforts in this 
direction to humor the whims of a few cranks 
and ‘world betterers,’ who imagined they 
could make legal murder a fine art and en- 
force it into an element of sentimentality 
which might rob it of its atrocity. While we 
allow that electricity has been a success as far 
as the killing is concerned, we must also ad- 
mit that we have gained little if anything 
over the ordi y method of execution by 
hanging. The reliminaries of § eiectro- 
thanasia are far from pleasantto contem- 
plate. Alongsidefof those for hanging they 
are pretentiously horrible. There ig some- 
thing more than weird in the preparation of the 
machine, the deliberate fixation of the victim, 
the adjustment of the electrode and the thou- 
sand deaths in contemplating one which more 
than offsets the quick though ‘damnable tak- 
ing off.’ The horrors, though hidden, are 
nevertheless felt. Thereis something else to 
be thought of than the mere quickness of 
death. ‘hile the latter might have been tri- 
umphantly done, the agony of the criminal 
during the OS stp ps must be terribie as 
compared with that ofhanging. It becomes a 
serious question if humanity Is not paying 
too dear a price for instantaneous demolition. 
The awe and mystery of death are intensi- 
fed a thousand foid in anticipation 
of what this instrument of subtle 
power may do as compared with either the 
noose orthe rope, the grip of the garroter, 
the smart of the knout, the bore of the bDullet 
orthechopof the ax. And yet to harness 
the lightning and bolt it through a human 
body is thought to be one of the advances of 
the nineteenth century. 

‘*The experiences inthe Kemmler case, in 
spite of all the precautions taken, have shown 
many difficulties in the way of a general 
adoption of the method. It is far from 
simple in its application, It requires elabo- 
rate and careful preparation, it multiplies 
machinery, which without expert manipuia- 
tion is liable to failin its working and obrin 
about disastrous results; it may be a source o 
danger to the executioners and spectators; it 
increases the expense of executions; but

form of rapid demolition, save those of being 
thrust into the muzzle ofaloaded cannon or 
tied toa dynamite bomb. When it is assumed 
that the ends of justice and humanity are 
reached by the contrivance in question, and 
when it must be admitted that even this 
method cannot be divested either of cruelty.or 
barbarity, the way seemsto be open for the 
discussion of the abolition of capital punish- 
ment altogether.’’ 


Dr. Spitgka’s Card. 


New Yors, Aug. 7.—Dr. Spitzka, who was 
present at the execution of Wm. Kemmler at 
Auburn prison, yesterday, makes the follow- 
ing statement: 

**The assertion attributed to a physician 


from Buffaio that the- undersigned ordered 
currents stopped or in any way directed the 
steps rendered necessary at the Kemmler ex- 
ecution is utterly unfounded. No one in the 
execution chamber knew or could know 
anything about the voltage, nor did 
one order the eurrent turned 
of. It was turned off in sccordance 
with a previous understanding. Dr. Oarlos 
McDonald and myself (between whem and 
myself complete harmony existed), on being 
asked by the warden what time should be 
taken, agreed to Afteen seconds and actually 
seventeen were allowed to elapse. When 
Kemmier’s death appeared doubtful I sug- 
gested in a hurried way to the warden to have 
it imesantty turned on again, and it was the 
warden who gave the order then and there. 
I went te Auburn solely to make the examina- 
tion of the brain, and notas an assistant ex- 
ecutioner. The dynamo, as judged by the 
action of Kemmler’s body, acted very irregu- 
larly. The source of this it 
will be interesting to ascertain, as 
wellasthe animus which dictated the gratul- 
fous and untrue statements of the person 
alluded to, if reaily made by him. Asan 
avowed opponent, and as one known te be 
such, of the electrical method, 1 went to 
Auburn, Under these circumstances it were 
scarcely consistent for me to volunteer as a 
performer of that method. Had either my 
associate, Dr. Carlos MeDonaid, or wyseif 
been abie to anticipate such misstatements 
being make, we cartate (7 shouid have de- 
clined te act in the medical capacity which 
we aione held. My sole suggestion, eoin- 
cided with by all present—the turning on of 
the second current—was dictatediby humanity 
in view ofdoubits as te complete destruction 
oflife. Respectfully, E. OC, SPITzKa.’’ 


Gen. Bickles Favors lLiectroeenticn.

caused by the muscular econtrac- 
tion of the stomach, was 
nothing unusual at all. In fact aparty of 
ladies could sit in a room where en execution 
ofthis kind was going on and notsee any- 
thing repulsive whatever. If the mistake of 
ordering off the current so quickly had pot 
been made there would have been none of 
thistaik. The burning of the flesh was also 
exaggerated. That was caused simply by the 
fact thatthe sponge underthe electrode was 
too small. A Nght current was passing 
through then, and the sponge having 
dried out the electrode just touched 
the skin. I think Kem mier’s 
nerve affected those thereabout, as 
much asanything. It looked to me, though, 
as evidence of mental incapacity. He seemed 
to be without fear, and helped to adjust the 
straps ina way that was simply astonishing. 
No sir; 1do not consider that this wiil be the 
last execution by electricity. There will be 
lotsofthem. I¢ bas proven that the idea is 
correct, and I think the law is the best one. 
The execution was a success. Kemmiler never 
knew what hbaprened him,and died abso- 
lutely without pain.*’

T. Jenkins returned to this city, after having 
witnessedthe Kemmiler execution. He said 
that he believed tha@t.if the current had 
been kept on eontinuously Kemmler 
would have died easily. He did 
not know who it was that ordered the current 
suut offafter the first shoek, when it was 
thought that life was extinct. He thinks kill- 
ing is preferable by electricity than by bang- 
ing, providing the current is continuous until 
life is extinct. 


Eastern Press Comments.

The Sunsays: ‘‘The first duty of the next 
Legislature will be to repeal the electrical 
execution law and to restore the old method 
of administering the death sentence by hang- 
ing. Sclentifice curiosity has heen gratified 
sufficiently by this one awful experiment. 
The present generation is nut likely to hear of 
another such scene of horrible uncertainty, 
unkpown torture and heart-sickening circum- 
stances as wes witnessed yesterday morning 
by the aseistants ut the judicial experiment 
upon the body of Wm. Kemmiler. Civiliza- 
tion will find other lines on which to manifest 
ite progress.”’ 

STRONGLY CONDEMNED. 

The Press says: ‘‘It will not mend matters at 
all to say that there was ignorant buagling on 
the partof the executioners; that the first 
current wasnot kept on long enough or the 
lasttoolong. It was argued in behalf of this 
mode of execution that death was to be in- 
stantaneous, lightning-like, painiess, and 
that the maudlin hero-worsbip attending the 
dramatic march of the nervy murderer to the 
scaffold wastobe done away with and ase- 
cret and mysterious taking off, deyoid of sen- 
sational features, tobe substituted. The act 
went sofoolishiy far as to prohibit the news- 
papers from publishing the details of such an 
execution—a probibition which, by the way, 
they most properly and completely ignored 
yesterday.

TRY AGAIN. 

The Tribune says: ‘‘The execution cannot 
be regarded as anythisg more than an exper'!- 
ment, and as an experiment it was not a com- 
plete success. Unquestionably there were 
serious defects in Warden Durston’s mechan- 
leal arrangements. To these, which can, of 
course, easily be obviated hereafter, some of 
the horrors of this particular case may be 
ascribed. While we cannot consider it settled 
that the law should endare, further tests of 
ite desirability shouid be bad. These will be 
in the interests ef merey and civilization, 
Kemmier’sa sufferings, whatever they may 
have been, were certainly no greater than he 
would have bad to endure bad he been choked 
oe death, and they were probably infinitely 
ess.’ 

DOCTORS AND ELECTRICIANS TO BLAME. 

The Herald says: ‘‘While yesterday's ex- 
periment was a‘failure it does not show that 
this mode of in losing the death penalty is 
not asuccess. The failure was due not to the 
system but the bungling. inefficient way in 
whieh the execution was managed. The fault 
was with the doctors and the electricians. 
The bupgliing work does not prove that exe- 
cution by electricity isa failure. It does not 
warrant a return tothe barbarity of the gal- 
lows. Had the execution been properly and 
efficientiy managed it wonid have proved the 
success of the new system beyond all dispute, 
An electric light concern should not be 
allowed to take advantage of the failure to 
further its own private interests.’

TREADING ON A VOLCANO. 

The drought which has been broken by 
only light local showers and which ex- 
tends over a vast area of country has be- 
come a public calamity. The sun has 
blazed upon dry land until it blasts and 
blights. The corn is burning in the fields 
and vegetables are withering in the gar- 
dens. The market prices have a sky- 
rocket tendency and the gloom of the 
agriculturist is shared by all the people. 

The worst effect of the dry weather has 
been Wrought.upon the corn crop, which 
has been damaged to an enormous extent. 
This affects the stock interests and with 
the shortness of the wheat crop the prices 
of both meat and bread are forced up. 
The largely increased cost of vegetables 
completes the influences which combine 

to make living high, in strong contrast 
with the conditions of last year when 
abundance prevailed. 

There is of course no danger of famine 
in this country, but the situation will im- 
pose severe hardship on the poor and will 
afford opportunity for speculators to op- 
press the people. In some respects, how- 
ever, aseason of scarcity may prove a 
blessing in disguise in that it teaches 
lessons of thrift and economy and directs 
the attention of the people more keenly 
to the conduct of their public servants. 
When the shoe is tight every pinch is 
noted, and so when times are hard citizens 
watch expenditures and consider public 
burdens. ‘ 

The fact that the producers in general 
are not prospering induces the people to 
seek reasons for the prosperity of a 
favored few, andthe high price of food 
makes them feel the high prices created 
for other articles by taxation. Under the 
circumstances the men who are tinkering 
with the tariff in the interest of the manu- 


facturers alone are treading on a volcano. 
— Soe 
AS FAR as can be determined from the 


reports of the execution of KEMMLER the 
unpleasant features of it were due to the 
blunders of the men in charge rather 
than to the mode of execution. The cur- 
rent which passed through KEMMLER’s 
body was probably not quite strong 
enough and was cut off earlier than it 
should have been. The burning of flesh 
was caused by the too long continuation 
of the second application of the strength- 
ened currentand the consequent drying 
of the sponges in the electrodes, which 
were not properly adjusted in the first 
place.

The proceeding 
was, bowever, complicated by a Reed like 
disposition of Mr. Comfort’s to rule in a way 
without precedent. He undertook to say that 
the name could not be withdrawn and Mr. 
Horton went him one better by proposing to 
submit the withdrawal to the committee 
in whose hands the nomination was. Both 
gentiemen oame to their senses, however, 
after talking some, and now M. J. Murphy, 
the present Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, 
is the mark for the Cougcli. The action of the 
Council in trying to prevent the withdrawal of 
Shipley Indicates that they do not propose to 
take action on his mame and wanted to hang 
his nomination until fall. This they felt 
they could do, as no one ever 
expected them to confirm him. With Murphy 
it is different. His allowing his name to go ia 
led them to believe that hesaw his way to 
confirmation, and that was a chance they did 
not wantto take. If Murphy becomes Street 
Commissioner sgme one elise must be Harbor 
Commissioner, and there is another opening 


for the Mayorto anticipate the regular April 
appointments of next year. 

As to Maj. Murphy’s chancées for confir ma- 
tion the knowing ones seem to disagree. 
Many think that his good reeord in the Har- 
bor office will darry him through, but others 
argue thet ashe needs the votes of all the 
Councilmen sow in the city he will 
fail, as the seven here are not 
belleved to be well disposed towards him.

LITTLE CHARLIE ELLIS. 
TWICE ABANDONED_IN A @REAT CITY BY 


HIS PARENTS. 


Eventful History of a 6-Year-Old Boy—A 
Step-Mother’s Neglect—Given to a Col- 
ered Washerwoman—Taken im Charge 


by the Police—He at Last Finds a Good 


Charlie Ellis’ story, as printed in the Post- 
DISPATCH yesterday, with additions is being 
discussed to-day by a very large circle of 
ladies and gentiemen who have come in con- 
tact with the little fellow, his father and 
step-mother, during ‘ their brief stay 
in Bt. Louls. Harvey Ellis, the 
boy’s father is now in St. Joseph, Mo., where 
he isin the employ of Eckel & Mann, archi- 
tects. The firm was successful in the St, Louis 
City Hall competition, and in May last Mr. 
Ellis came with Mr. Mann to St. Louls to work 
in an office opened here, Mrs. Ellis 
and the boy Charlie accompanied them. 
They boarded at the St. James Hotel. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellis quarreled, the woman 
returned to St. Joseph, and the man went on 
aspree. The boy, who is scarcely 6 years old, 
was left In the hotel without proper care until 
Mr. Mann interested himself in procuring a 
home for him. No institution could be found 
by Mr. Mann that would take the boy unless 
tne parents would release their claim on him, 
and so it happened that the boy was placed 
temporarily ; 

IN THE HOUSE OF REFUGE, 

He stayed there but a few days and Mrs. 
Ellis sent for him, and he was taken to St. 
Joseph and afew days later Mrs. Ellis came 
to St. Louls with the boy. She rented the 
third floor, two rooms, at 1612 Lucas place, 
and took her meals at 1610 Lucas place. 

Two weeks later she placed the child 
with a colored woman, Mre. Josie 
Bass, who lives over a stable 
in the rear of the Missouri Historical Society 


quarters at Sixteenth and Lucas piace. The 
stable is known as 309 North Sixteenth street. 
The following week Mrs. Ellis gave the child 
to Mrs. Bass, saying she never wished to see 
him again. 

During the time Mrs, Ellis lived at 1612 Lucas 
place with the child, inmates of 
the house, and said her 
treatment of was 
unkind. The Woman’s Humane Society was 
informed and inquiries were made by an agent 
of the society and also by a policeman but as 
the charges were Of a Vague character nothing 
was done. But when he was given to the 
colored woman a police nvestigation 
was started that may result in great 
good to the child. He was given 
up by the colored woman to Mrs. Harris, 
matron atthe Four Courts, and she at the 
direction of Mayor Noonan found a home for 
the littie fellow. 

During the police inquiry Mrs. Ellis, who 
now resides at 8010 Olive street, was located 
and interviewed by Sergt. Shoemaker. She 
said the child was not her own but had been 
adopted by herself and husband 

FROM THE SHELTERING ARMS HOME 
in Indianapolis. She admitted having given 
him to the colored woman, but would give 
no explanation of instructions shé had givén 
the woman—not to let the boy leave the 
house, orstand attbe windows, and not to 
let him be seen by white people. 

The police endeavored to talk to Mr. Ellis 
coucerning the boy, but he was intoxicated 
when found, and when sober returned to St, 
Joseph before he could be seen. Until he 
can be found in his right mind the final dis- 

osition of the child will be delayed, but if he 

onsents an excelient home will be given 
Charlie by his present guardians, 

Mr. Mann, speaking ofthe case this morn- 
ing, said: ‘‘Mr. Ellisis, I believe, the finest 
draughtsman inthe country. He is known to 
every architect in the United States by repu- 
tation. Buthe drinks too much sometimes. 
He is now in 8t. Joseph, sober I understaad, 
and I very much regret the pubiicity this 
case has brought him into, 
it is certain to set him oft 
again. He is very fond of his boy aad will, I 
believe, offer no objection to his adoption by 
the people who now have him because Cittariie 
would havea good home and will be well 
eared for. Isuppose Eliis and his wife bave 
separated. Idon’t know anything about their 
domestic affairs and don’t wantto Know. I 
saw him in St. Joseph Sunday. Hesaid she 
could tive here and he there and that he 
would send her money.

LEFT IN THE HOTEL 
with no one to care for him when we first 
came down and I had to find a place where he 
could be cared for. Then Mrs. Ellis wanted 
him and I had him sent to her. The 
next I heard of him the polise toid 
me be was running about the streets. 
ltold them if they could find dome one to 
take the child and adopt him it would be a 
blessing. Ellis himself wroteto his brother, 
who is a prominent man in Rochester, N. Y, 
asking him if he wouldn’t take Charlie. i 
don’t know what reply be got. The boy is a 
bright little fellow, andI think anyone who 
wanted to adopta boy would be giad to get 
him.’’ 

MRS. JOSIR BASS, 

the colored woman to whom the boy had been 
given, was found at the house of one of her 
patrons washing. She readily told the story 
of Charlie Ellis. 

‘‘T was washing at the house where Mrs. 
Ellis roomed,’’ she said, ‘‘and got to know 
her through doing her washing. She had the 
two rooms on the third floor, and during the 
two weeks she was there before I took Charlie 
to board he was only taken in- next door to 
meals two or threetimes. He stayed in those 
rooms with her greyhound, Fay, all the time. 
The folks in the house sald she didn’t give 
him enongh to eat,and an agent of the Humane 
Society came there. I don’t know whetber he 
saw the child or not but nothing was done. 
One day she said to me,. ‘I wish I conid get 
some one to take Charile to beard.’ I told 
her there was a German woman living near 
who might take him. She sald she did not 
want a white person to have him. I said I 
would take him, and the 
up right away. She paid 
for the first week’s board and 
me not to let any white person see him, not to 
let him out of the bouse and to keep him 
away from the windows. Two days after that 
she gave mea bundie of clothes and told me 
I might have Charile. She never wanted to 
see him again, she said.

THE NEGRO EXODUS TO MEXICO. 


Doubt Cast en the Prdcticability of Milten 
Turner’s Colenizatien Scheme. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—A dispatch from 8t. 
Louis w@s printed yesterday to the effect that 
& person named J. Milton Turner had started 
for this ‘city to arrange the detalls of his plan 
for colonizing negroes in Mexico. He stated 
that the plan was being promoted by a firm of 
coffee dealers in this city which has a capital 
of about $5,00u,000, and that the purpose was 
to put the negroes to ruising coffee and sugar 

‘*That’s all buncombe,’’ sald a prominen. 
coffee merchant, yesterday. ‘‘I have never 
heard of the scheme before and I have never 
heard of Milton Turner. Neither has any 
other member of the coffee trade here as far 
asilcan ascertain. Idon’t know of any firm 
of coffee dealers which bas a capital of $5, 000, - 
000. IL don’t believe there is anything in it.’’ 

This gentleman added that there were un- 
doubtedly great possibilities fog coffee pro- 
duction in Mexice, but he did not believe 
that any action toward developing the fleld 
would be taken for some time. 

THE ATTEMPT MAY BE MADE. 

Inquiries made this merning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter disciosed the fact that Mr, 
Turner is out of town, but among his friends 
the opinion seemed to prevail that he was 
engaged in business connected with the con- 
version of the Kirkwood Seminary into a 
manual training school for col- 
ored boys. Mr. Bridgewater, who 
was associated with Mr. 
inthe Kirkwood deal and who works lurgely 
with Mr. Turner io his various undertakings, 
while not denying the existence of a scheme 
suchas suggested, said he thought the pre- 
liminaries were notin avery developed con- 
dition or he would have known somethin 
definite about it. He thought the idea a goo 
one and saw no reason why itshould notbe 
carried out, provided of course the necessary 
capital were forthcoming.

Dk. BURTSELL’S CASE, 


Prospects That the Priest Will Make His 
Peace With the Charch. 


New YorK, Atg. 7.—The fact that Dr. Burt- 
sell delivered his farewell address to his 
congregation ef the Church of the Epiphany 
nearly two wéeks ago, and yet has not been 
appointea to the Rondout mission, has created 
nota littie commentj in Catholicj circles here 
and eleewhere. This fact is taken as signifi- 
cant that there is stilla rupture between that 


eminent ecclesiast and the Church at Rome 
which will met be closed for several weeks 
yet, ifatall. A gentleman who is reliably in- 
formed thus sums Up the status of the case: 

**Before Dr. Kurteell delivered his address 
he was undoubtedly in receipt of a letter from 
the Propaganda at Rome. In it he was in- 
structed as tothe various things he would be 
required to do in order to retain his standing 
in the fold. Special stress was lnid on the 
public stand taken by Dr. Burtsell as legal 
adviser of Dr. McGlynn and the advérse ex- 
pert testimony given by him in the McGuire 
Calvary Cemetery fight, in which he pitted 
himeeif against Mer. reston in Interpreting 
the ecclesiastical law. Inasmuch, said the 
Propaganda, as this had all reached .the 
public through the préss, the Propaganda 
would only censent to condone bis faults 
on his signifying his willingness to retract 
through the same channel. Should he con- 
clude to do so he might signify his desires ina 
communication addressed to tLe Vatican. 
Meantime, he would give up the Epiphany 
and go on a vacation—a Vacation by the way, 
which he is new enjoying at Lake Nobopac. 
Now It is pretty well understood that Dr. 
Burtsell has sent his reply to Rome, signify- 
ing just what he is willing to concede. The 
powers at Rome will probably decide to 
accept his offer, and after the terms are 
all settled, which will require three 
or four weeks, Dr. Burtesell will 
send a communication to all the 
city papers ef a more or less apologetic nature. 
While these negotiations are proceeding 
Archbishop Corrigan will bé compelled to ap- 
point a successor to Father Prendergast at 
Rondout, because this important congrega- 
thon cannot be left so long withouta head. 
The present vacation of Dr. Burtsell is noth- 
ing more nor less than enforced retirement, 
for there ig iittle doubt but be would have im- 
mediately accepted the Ronadout mission had 
Archbishop Corrigan ordered him to do #0, 
Secing that discretion wiil serve him best, Dr, 
Burteell will make his peace at Rome, and, 
this done, the Propaganda will probably! re 
to Archbishep Cerrigan: ‘If you are satisfie 
pow, an wé are, why, condone his fault, and 
set him to work.’ Archbishop Corrigan, who 
is avery strict disciplinarian, but witbal a 
very just man, willthen relentand giye Dr. 
Burtsell some small church, near New York 
City. °°’ 

When the above was submitted to Dr. Henry 
Carey, wellknown asthe staunch supporter 
of Dr. McGlyan and Dr. Burtsell since the 
former’sspiit in 1884, he remarked signifi- 
cantly: ‘‘Your information ia ne doubt cor: 
rect astoone or two details. I think Dr, 
Burtsell will be sent to Roncout, and this sta- 
tion will be held open for him. I suppose I am 
as well intormed as any one in this matter, 
and it’s my opinion that theresnuit will be 
nearly as above stated. Idonotthink Arch- 
bishop Corrigan isa hard man, but the man 
behind tim, and who dictates his policy, 
would rule the chureh with a rod of iron.’’

They Oppose Him, but Deny It Is 
for O’Malley’s Sake They 
Pursue Such a Course. 


Jehan B. O'Meara FExplains Why Mayor 
Noonan’s Friends Are Antagonizing the 
Leading Candidate in the Eighth District 
—Is There a Scheme on Foot te Sow 
Enough Discord in the District te Force 
the Nemination of a Dark Herse?—Queer 
Cenduct of Congressienal Ceommittee-

Cemmittee Meeting Called—Politicail 


Matters. 


Does the opposition to ex-Congeressman 
O'Neill ia the Eighth District Committee ema- 
mate from the City Hall? 

This isa queary that bas been heard quite 
frequentiy of late among Mr. O’Nelll’s 
friends, and to-day it was stated freely that 
such was the case, andthat the administra- 
tien would favor apy candidate rather 
than the ex-representative. The reports of 
the administration’s antipathy to O'Neill and 
the reasons back of it have been In circulation 
since the meeting of the Committee Iiast 
Thursday evening, and this morning a num- 
ber of politicians, watching the contest, ex- 
pressed the opinion that they were well 
founded. This condition of affairs in the 
Eighth District Committee naturally created 
arbetirand there was considerable talk in- 
dulged ia by politicians to-day on this topic. 

One of the causes that first led to the report 
that Mayor Noonan and the administration 
would antagonize O'Neill grew out of the act- 
ive opposition of Jobn B. O'Meara, the May- 
or’s trusted friand and principal lieuterzant, 
who is earnest in his oppositien 


to O’Nellland bas told his friends that he 
proposed to keep ep the fight untilthe nomi- 
mation was made. L[le bas, it is claimed ,urged 
Tom Wand ané others of O'Neill's friends In 
the committee to support O’ Malley 
in preference to the ex-mmember. 
The close relationship existing 
between the Mayor and 0’ Meara give the in- 
tense opposition of the latter to O'Neill much 
significance among the politicians, and this is 
one of the reasons the question of the Mayor's 
standing has been so frequentiv asked. 
Another point made to supportthestory is 
that Private Secretary James Brennan is also 
an ecarnestand outspoken anti-O’ Neill man. 
A prominent Democrat, who is a supporter 
of O'’Neill’s candidacy, said it wonld pot be 
long before it would develop that Brennan 
was a big factor inthe opposition that exists 
in the committee. 
EMPLOYED UNDER THE ADMINISTRATION. 
Three of the six members eppesse to O'Neill 
are employed in the City Hall under the ad- 
ministration. They are Michael Brady, J. B. 
Dutton aad Ahearn. The latter represents 
the two precincts of the Trwenty-second 
Ward that lie in the Eighth District. ? 
Dutton is a sprinkling inspector, 
his appointment to the adminpéstration. 
O'Nelll’s friends claim thathe was formerly 
a friend ofthe ex-Congreesman, and that his 
opposition is of recént origin. 
Brady is in the Water Department and 
Ahearn is a oul.ider who does most of the re- 
pair work about the public buildings. Politi- 


cians whuciaim to know have stated that | 


these committeemen only echo the feeling ef 
the administration heads when they oppose 
O’'Nelll in the committee. 

THE MEANING OF THE OPPOSITION. 

There are two explanations given for the ad- 
ministration’s antipathy to O’Nelll. One is 
that the Mayor iatends te run for Con- 
gress himself two years hence and wants 
to have O’ Neill out of his 
way, 80 there will be no diffi- 
culty getting the nomination. The 
politicions who lean tothis view reason that 
should O’ Neill succeed this time he would be 
hard to beat two years hence, and would 
therefore bean almost insurmountable bar- 
rier between the Mayor aud his supposed am- 
bition. 

The other explanation grows out of the 
campaign which resulted in the election of 
Mayor Noonan. O'Neill, it is claimed, did not

THE MAYOR'S PROMISE. 

Mr. O'Neill was seen and asked what he 
thought of the report. Io said: ‘‘Mayor 
Noonan assured mo eome time ago that he 
would keep out ofthe fight. I am surprised, 
though, to hear that Secretary Brennan has 
seen fit to oppose me. Then there are 
n few members of the committee 
opposed to me, who hold City Hall positions. 
There may be a few in the administration 
against me, but lam assufed by friends that 
the opposition q@ill not do much harm. I 
most say thatthe cbange of heart of a few 
members of that committee whe hold city 
positions is quite recent and unaccountabie.’’ 

O'MEARA'® ADMISSION. 

John B. O’ Meara said: ‘*The report that the 
administration isoppesing O'Neill to pave the 
way for Mayor Noonan to run for Congress is 
absurd. The Mayer has no ambition what- 
ever im that direction. This I know 
to rt) n fact. Four years ago 
he could have had the nomination if he 
wanted it, but he deciined and left itis 
O'Nelll’s possession. I amopposedto Mr. 
O’Neill’s nomination and so are other friends 
ofthe Mayor. We are opposed to him because 
of his treacheryto the Mayer in thespring 
campaign. It was expected thathe would 
repay some of the favors extended 
him  0»by assisting in the Mayor's 
@anvass, but he failed todeit. Then again I 
@on’t think that be has the necessary strength 
to carry the distriet.

The principleef the bill and its 
practical workings are not disturbed, he 
says.

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Aug. 7.—The Senate met 
at l0a. m. gnd acall showed that there were 
only thirty-two Senators, eleven iess than a 
quorum, in attendance, After a short walt- 
ing, while the Sergeant-at-Arms was supposed 
to be inviting the attendance of absent Sena- 
tors, a quorum was obtained, and the journal 
of yesterday’s proceedings was read by the 


Secretary. After some preliminary morning 
business the tariff bill was taken up,the pend- 
ing question being en Mr. Vance’s amend- 
ment toreduce the duty on pig iron (para- 
graph 128, page 25) from &10 of a cent per 
pound to $5 per ton. 

Mr. Edmunds presented a letter received by 
him from Mr. Weaver, Acting-Commissioner 
of the Department of Labor, giving the figures 
of the cost of direct labor in the several 
processes of converting the natural elements 
into pig-iron, steel ingots and stee! rails, the 
total being $11.59 foratos of steel rails out of 
atotal costef $25.77,or atthe rate of 45 per 
cent for direct labor from becinning to end. 

Mr. Reagan remarked that that estimate 
was only one-halfof Mr. Hewiltt’s estimate, 
which was 90 per cent. 

Mr. Edmonds explained that Mr. Hewiltt’s 
statement inciuded all the labor cost, while 
that new presented only applied to the direct 
cost. The question was taken and Mr. 
Vance’s amendment was rejected—yeas, 17; 
nays, 27. There was no deviation from party 
lines on this vote, 

The next paragraph (129) taxes bar iron, 
round iron, flate and square iron fron 8-1l0ths 
ofacent to 1 cent per pound, according to 
Classification. 

Mr. McPherson stated that the average duty 
In the paragraph was 9-10 of a cent per pound, 
and thatthedutyon aton of such iron (in 
equal quantities) would be $20.16 per ton. 
The tiroa referred to was iron of the 
lowest quality—not charcoal iron—and the 
duty proposed was altogether too high. 
He moved te amend by striking ont the rates 
per pound aod inserting a uniform rate of 5@ 
per centad valorem. He quoted latest prices 
of Engileb iron of the same descriptions and 
qualities and said that the duty proposed in 
the bill was equal tofrom 65 to 8 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Mr. Sherman questioned Mr. McPherson’s 
statementand figures. Aiterfurther debate, 
Mr. MePhberson’s amendment was rejected, 
yeas, 18; nays, 28—another strict party vote. 
The next paragraph (130) taxes round iron in 
colls or rods (of certain shapes and sizes) 
1 1-10 cents per pound with a proviso that all 
charcoal iron shall be subject to a duty of not 
less than $22 per ton. 

Mr. Aldrich assured Mr. McPherson (in re- 
ply to an objection of his) that the proviso did 
not apply to pig iron. 

Mr. McPherson moved to reduce the various 
rates in the paragraph. Rejected. 

Mr. Vance moved to reduce the rate In para- 
graph 13] (beams, girders and other strnctural 
shapes of iron or steel) from 9-10 to 6-l0of1 
cent per pound. Mr. Gray asked to be 
informed why the duty on structural 
forins of steel and iron used for- ships 
and buildings should be reduced. The duty 
should be entirely removed, be said, in such 
structural forms as were to be used in vessels 
intended for foreign trade. That could not 
injure any domestic business, because no ves- 
seis for foreign commerce werg being con- 
structed in the United States. 

Mr. Aldrich remarked that a provision for 
that purpose was made in another para- 


graph. “ 

Mr. Paddock appealed to Mr. Aldrich, tn the 
Interest of agriculture, to agree to a reduction 
ofatieast1]-l0cent per pound on structural 
iron. ;

THE KNIGHTS’ APPEAL, 


A Cable Message to Depew—Cloakmakers’ 
Treuble Reepened—Labor. 


NEw York, Aug. 7.—The trouble between 
the New York Central Rallroad and the 
Knights of Labor on account of the thirty or 
forty men who were laid off gains ground. It 
appears that nearly as many men have been 
dismissed between Buffalo and Albany as on 
the Hudson River division, and it is on the 
Buffalo division that the Knights are strong- 
est. Officers of the company who bave close- 
ly observed the situation admit that there are 
between 4,000 and 5,000 Knights employed 
on the New York Central system.

EAGLE GLASS CO, FAILS, 


A Secret Process ef Glass Staining Causes 
the Treuble. 


To the surprise of a great many the Eagle 
Glass & Metal Co., which occuples Joseph D. 
Vincent’s seven-story bulliding on Olive 
street, just west of Seventeenth, made a gen- 
eral assignment yesterday to George N. Davis 
for the benefit of all creditors. The company 
Is composed of Alexander Davis, President; 
L. ©. Neleon, Al Bevis, Andrew Warren and 


W. H. Warren. The company occupied the 
rather obscure premises, 019 Locust street for 
some years, until Warren, it is sald made a 
wonderful discovery whereby he could turam 
out ornamental glass at one-fourth the cost it 
is now produced. Feeling sure of an in- 
creased trade the company lieased the big 
bullding on Olive street, and put in one of the 
largest plants in the cousgtry. Every 
man in the compan considered 
their fortunes made. Warren agreed 
to letthe company ieave his secret after the 
was put in operation on condition that 

@ be placed in charge of the manufacturing 
department, be made a member ef the Beard 
of Directors and given an interest in the com- 
pany. The secret in the meantime was 
to be placed in a box in the sate 
Deposit Co. vaults. The company went 
in debt, placed the factory in operation and 
then demanded the formulaof Mr. Warren. 
He refused to deliver it it is said because the 
entire agreement bad not been faffiilled. The 
officers of the company claim Warren wanted 
an exorbitant salary which they would pot 
pay. Theycould come tono agreement on 
the salary matter and it was decided te settie 
the question by making an assignment The 
assets of the company are given as $50,000, but 
the liabilities are not named though it is sup- 
posed they are near $59,000. 

Mr. Warrerm claims the assignment is made 
tohurthim. The cempany had all the orders 
they oouid fill and the prospects for immense 
profite and a great fortune was assured. He 
claims they refused to give him half the 
stock of the company as agreed and that this 
Gemand cuused the split. He feels assured 
matters will be righted in aday or so and 
tnat the business will go on as smoothly as 
before.

three pounced upon her, tearing and lacerat- 
ing ber in a mostfrightfulmanner. They tore 
aimost every particle of her clothing, and 
wonld doubties# have speedily killed her had 
not Mrs. hrampf, attracted by her cries,come 
to the reacue and dragged the 
aogs off. The poor little creature 
was conveyed home and Dr. Hussy calied, 
who prormounced her wounds dangerous and 
possibiy fatai. Tuesday she grew worse. Dr. 
Bhea wae called as assistant, and the cem- 
bined efforts ofthe twe physicians tided ber 
over aterribie crisis of pain and suffering en 
Wednesday, since when she has been resting 
somewhat easierand given hope of recevery.
